Makes Twelve Per Cent

Decision Also Sets the 
Monthly Rates of Pay 
for Railroad Marine 


Workers. 
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Chicago, June 27.—The United 
States railroad labor board today 
extended its wage reduction order 
effective July 1, to nearly every 
large railroad in the country. No 
change from the average twelve per 
cent reduction granted 104 carriers 
on June 1 was made by today’s de- 
cision. The board’s order today 
covered 210 roads. 

About one-half of the roads 
included in today’s decision were 
parties to the original decision, 
the duplication resulting from 
the fact that many roads did 
not include all classes of employees 
in their first petitions for a wage 
cut. All classes of employees have 
now been named in submission of 
some of the roads. The wage cut, 
however, applies only to those em- 
ployees of a given road which were 
in that road’s submission. 

Rates of reduction for several 
minor classes of employees were 
added to the order today, which was 
issued aS an addendum to decision 
147, the original wage reduction or- 
der. Chefs, and other restaurant 
workers, dining car employees, laun- 
dry workers and porters were named 
in added sections of the decision. 
Reductions of sixty per cent of the 
increases granted such employees 
since February 29, 1920, were di- 
rected for these employees. 

Marine Workers. 

Added sections covering marine 
workers set the monthly rates of 
pay for railroad marine employees 
in New York, Philadelphia, Hamp- 
ton Roads, New Orleans, Natchez, 
Mississippi; Cairo, Ills; St. Louis, 
Duluth, Minn., and on the Tennes- 
see river. 

Rates established for the marine 
workers include: 

New Orleans—Captains, $200; 
pilots, $200; mates, $120; chief en- 
gineers, $195; assistant engineers, 
$170; firemen, $111.50; deck hands, 
$106.50; water tenders, $116.50; oil- 
ers, $95. 

Tennessee River ‘per day)—Mas- 
ter, $4.56; pilots, $4.56; engineers, 
$4.36: mate and clerk, $4.56; mate, 
$4.56; firemen, $515; watchmen, 
$2.90; deck hands, $2.90; carpenters,

BEFORE ASSEMBLY 


Will Appear in Person to 
Read His Message, Out- 
lining Policies of His 
Administration. 


CONFERENCE IS CALLED 
OF STATE HOUSE HEADS 


Abolishment of Commis- 
sions to Be Left to Ac- 
tion of the General As- 
sembly. 


Governor Thomas W. Hardwick 
will appear in person before the 
general assembly of Georgia Friday 
morning to outline the policies and 


recommendations of his administra- 
tion. 

This announcement, which came 
from the chief executive Monday 
night, forecasts not only his first 
appearance before the legislators, 
but numerous similar occasions dur- 
ing which he will make suggestions 
and remain open to cross-examina- 
tion from anyone not understanding 


his position on matters of state in- 
terest. 

Coincident with this statement of 
Governor Hardwick, it also became 
known that he will not recommend 
the abolishment of any specific 
state house office or board. In- 
stead, he will give a minute review 
of the’ situation as it appears to 
him, recite the state’s financial con- 
dition and leave to the law-makers 
the question of which commissions 
and offices shall be abolished. 

Opposes Unnecessary Jobs. 

Previously, it has been the gener- 
al impression that the governor 
would name the exact bodies which 
he desired eradicated from the state 
government. In all of his addresses 
during the heated campaigns last 
vear, he voiced his opposition to 
unnecessary gtate posts in general. 

The revelation that he will not be 
specific in his move against’ the 
several departments may be inter- 
preted to mean that he will continue 
his careful study of the work and 
importance of each. Then the gov- 
ernor will present his findings to 
both houses and let them decide as 
te which should be retained. 

“rt Hope to be ready tc give my 
messake to the general asseinbly 
Friday morning,” said Governor 
Hardwick. “I am preparing my} 
recommendations now and will be 
busily engaged during the next sev- 
era] days.” 

“In preparation of this work, I 
am holding an important conference 
in my offices Tuesday afternoon of 
all state house officials connected 
in the disbursement and receipt of 
funds. 

Free Discussion. 

“During the conference, I expect 
to enter intoa free discussion of the 
state affairs. The meeting will be 
one of co-operation in the desire to 
relieva Georgia of its embarrassing 
financial condition. 

“Invitations to attend the con- 
ference were mailed this afternoon 
to Secretary of State S. Guyt. Mc- 
Lendon, Comptroller-General Wil- 
liam A. Wright, Treasurer W. 
Speer, Commissioner of Agriculture 
J. J. Brown, State School Superin- 
tendent M. L. Brittain, President 
Herbert Clay, of the senate; Speak- 
er Cecil Neill. of the house, and the 
members of both houges, whom 
these last two gentlemen think will 
take a prominent part in legislative 
proceedings this summer. 

“It is my purpose to give careful 
attention to the views of these of- 
ficials,” he continued, ‘‘and the in- 
formation obtained will be very val- 
uable.” 

Governor Hardwick was asked if 
he had decided upon the concrete

“Yes,” he replied,

To Defend Shores 
From ‘Enemy Ship’ 
Radio-Controlled Warship 


“Iowa” Target for Dum- 
my Bombs Today. 


Washington, June 27.—The army 
and navy air services reported to- 
night that all was in readiness for 
the bombing tests tomorrow off the 
Virginia-Maryland coast against the 
battleship Iowa, which will be op- 
erated by radio control as an enemy 
ship approaching American shores. 

Lined up and waiting at the land 
bases for thesignal to start were 
twenty-six machines, comprising 
the light and heavy bombardment 
squadrons and the air boats. When 
the signal is received for them to 
take the air, the Iowa will be at 
some point between Capes Hatteras 
and Henlope, 50 to 100 miles off 
shore, and steaming in the general 
direction of the shore line. 

The establishment of contact with 
the Iowa will be the first nhase of 
the tests, and if this is success- 
fully accomplished, dummy bombs 
will then be dropped. 

The Iowa will be controlled from 
the battleship Ohio, which will fol- 
low 
The attacking planes will be grouped 
in scouting divisions, light bombard- 
ment and heavy bombardment 
squadrons. With the exception 
of seven F-5-Ls operated by 
army pilots, and four army dirigi- 
bles, which will assist in the search 
problem, the planes will be in charge 
of naval pilots. All will be operated 
under the command of Vice Admiral 
Hilary P. Jones, new commander of 


the Atlantic fleet, assisted by Brig- 
adier General William Mitchell, as- 
sistant chief of the army air serv- 
ice, and Captain Johnson, of the 
navy. 

Aviation o:ficials of the army and 
naVYy who have witnessed prepara- 
tions for the tests were optimistic 
tonight concering the ability of the 
planes to locate the lowa and score 
hits, despite the rules. requiring 
them to drop the bombs from a 
height of 4,000 feet or more, and 
to fly at their greatest speed. Re- 
cent tests of accuracy in bomb- 
dropping on the wrecked hulk of 
the San Marcos in Tangier sound 
convinced. some aviation experts 
here that hits will be scored on the 
lowa, although she will be under 
steam and maneuvered as an enemy 
ship. 


HONE BUILDING 
SHOWS INCREASE 


If Present Rate Keeps 
Up, Atlanta Will Have 
Record of 1,600 Before 
End of Year. 


Sixteen hundred mew residences 
will have been erected in Atlanta 
in 1921, if the ratio of increase 
shown on the records of the city 
building inspector for the first six 
months continues until the end of 
the year. 

These are homes enough, were all 
located together, to completely re- 
build the great burned area swept 
clean by the fire of 1917. Up to 
Monday night 693 permits for resi- 
dence construction had been issued 
since January 1. One hundred and 
twenty-nine of this number were 
taken out in June, which slumpd 
in new apartment houses and busi- 
ness structures, but jumped in 
home values. 

The value of all building opera- 
tions in June, with three more days 
yet to be added, is $713,608, the first 
of the spring or summer months 
to drop below $1,000,000. Despite 
this fact June has made a name for 
herself in bullding circles. Outside 
of two apartment houses and two 
or three business buildings’ the 
$713,608 is being spent on’ the erec- 
tion of moderate prices homes.

Officials See Downfall of 
De Valera Should He 
Refuse Proffer of Peace 
Conference.

CONSULT DAIL EIREANN 
BEFORE ACCEPTANCE 


Conference May Result in 
Showdown Between Ex- 
tremist Wings of Sinn 
Fein Party.

London, June 27.—Eamonn De Va- 
lera, president of the Irish “repub- 
}lic,” after reviewing carefully the 
sit 
down at a table and settle the Irish 
question amicably, probably’ will 
call for an assembly of the Dail 
Eireann before sending his formal 
consent to the conferences. 

There is little doubt, however, 
that the Irish leaders will accept 
the invitation, government officials 
going so far as to predict the down- 


fall of the Irish leader if he declines 
to meet with the British premier. 

De Valera’s canvas of leading 
sinn feiners is resulting, it is said, 
in a showdown between the consérv- 
atives and the extremists of whom 
Michael Collins, commander-in-chief 
of the Irish republican army is the 
chief exponent. 

A reply one way or the other is 
expected frqm De Valera on Wed- 
nesday. It is not intimated that the 
Irish leader may impose certgin 
conditions upon consenting to meet 
Lloyd-George, the first of which 
will be cessation of all hostilities 
during the negotiations. Such a 
condition no doubt would be accept- 
able to the British premier. 

It is noteworthy that this is the 
first time Lloyd-George has issued 
a formal or informal suggestion of 
compromise to the sinn fein organi- 
zation, which imposes absolutely no 
conditions surrounding its accept- 
ance. ‘Nobody is excluded from par- 
ticipation as representing Ireland 
so long aS he is acceptable to de Va- 
lera as a colleague. 

It is therefore believed without 
question that Michael] Collins, al- 
though opposed to De Valera in the 
policy of combatting England, will 
be one of the delegates to the con- 
ference. " 

So seriously has the government 
considered this latest move for Irish 
peace that, Downing street officials 
say, no minor questions will be ale 
lowed to come up to jeopardize the 
undertaking. 

In the meantime, the Irish office 
is proceeding with its program for 
the pacification of Ireland by force, 
as though the pending negotiations 
had never been heard of. Troops 
are on the march. Military orders 
for the entrainment and embarKa- 
tion of reinforcements for the troops 
now in the south.of Ireland are 
going forth constantly. 

Heretofore, if De Valera declines 
the premier’s invitation or, if hav- 
ing accepted the negotiations 
achieve no solution of the problem, 
England will be in a position to 
make good its alternative threat 
of crushing Sinn Fein in a sharp, 
decisive military campaign long 
urged by the British extremists.

Promised at the meeting of the 
board of police commissioners at

tions unless the entire report is be- 
fore them. 

They point out that, as all these 
matters fm their finality, had to come 
before the board of police commis- 
sioners, the members of general 
council] had no right: to arrest the 
progress of certain parts of the 
recommendations.

League Bills Offered. 

Advocated by the Municipal 
League of Georgia, two water pow- 
er bills were introduced by Rep- 
resentative Hines, of Sumter, and 
others. 


Qne bill proposes to amend the consti- 
tution so as to authorize counties and mu- 
nicipalities to issue bonds not exceeding 7 
per cent of their taxable values for the pur- 
pose of acquiring er constructing public 
utilities, water powers, et cetera. The oth- 
er would amend the constitution so ag to 
authorize the issuance of state bonds for the 
purpose of acquiring water power either 
developed or undeveloped and of operating 
the same in the production, distribution and 
sale of electrical energy. 

Both were referred to 4he committee on 
constitutional amendments, 

Governor’s Message. 

The message of Governor Hard- 
wick was read as follows: 

At an early date it is my intention to 
present for your consideratiou a statement 
concerning the fiscal affairs. of the state, 
and to make certain recommendations with 
respect to the same, as well as certain oth- 
er general matters. 

In advance of that statement I feel it my 
duty to call your attention to an important 
preliminary matter; it relates to the comple- 
tion of the organization of the senate and 
the house; in the formation of the commit- 
tees of both bodies. 

1 should hesitate to proffer any advice 
in @ matter so peculiarly within the sole 
province of the two houses if I were not 
firmly convinced thet the step 1 am about 
to recommend is an important and necessary 
one in the great task before us of readjust- 
ing the fiscal affairs of the state and of 
putting and keeping its finances ou a sound 
business basis. 

We can never hope to accomplish that re- 
sult unless we provide a system By which 
We can carefully and accurately balance 
incoine against outgo—revennes against ap- 
propriations. Our present difficulties have 
been occasioned, largely, by a failure on 
the part of our predecessors to do so, and 
by making year after year appropriations 
that have excecded, increasingly, the reve- 
nues of the state. We must avoid repeat- 
ing that mistake; no appropriation, how- 
ever worthy, must be made unless it can be 
demonstrated that the same ig well within 
the revenue, This course is enjoined upon 
us not oniy by the necessities of our present 
situation, but also by the dictates of pru- 
dence and common sense, and the unanimous 
wish of the people of Georgia. 

No Outside Agency. 

I do not believe that a real and effec- 
tive budget system, one that will really 
guide the legislature, and really control its 
action, can be set and maintained outside 
of the two houses, or independently, even 
in part, of their authority. I do not believe 
that the general assembly of this state will 
ever surrender to any outside commission or 
agency any part of its power to make ap- 
propriations and levy taxes, by a majority 
yote, subject only-to the approval of the 
governor. We must have our real budget 
system as a part and parcel of our legis- 
lature machinery—and 1 propose to you to- 
day the substantial beginning of one, 

I recommend that boti in the senate and 
in the house there be created a standing 
cominittee to be known as the committee on 
finance, and to have jurisdiction of all ap- 
propriation bills and revenue measures. 

The advantages of such a change are, I 
think, obvious, if we are to keep our ap- 
propriations well within our revenues, then 
a single committee, and the same commit- 
tee should be responsible for both, in order 
to keep them balanced against each other. 
In no other way can we accurately balance 
income and outgo, The committee which 
informs the senate or house how much money 
it can spend will then be called upon to 
inform the senate or house how that money 
can be raised, and to propose the measures 
necessary to do go. 

Replies to 

If the objection be 
entail too much work on one committee, 
then my reply is two-fold: (1) That while 
it may greatly burden the men. who take this 
work on their shoulders, yet the affairs of 
our state are in such a critical condition 
that the performance of this service is a 
duty to the state. (2) That the committee 
can Well constitute such subcommittees as 
may be necessary to secure the efficient 
transaction of its business, care being taken 
not to lose, in the committee as a whole, 
and before final action in any ease, that 
correlation between expenditures and reve- 
nues that igs the principal reason for the en- 
larged functions of the committee, 

The proposal I present is not a new one: 
the path I point out is not an untried one. 
For many years the general assembly of 
Georgia followed it, and always with most 
satisfactory results. It was not until 1898 
that the system I am urging you to return 
to was abandoned, and the old finanee com- 
mittees of the senate and house were split, 
in order to make in each body two commit- 
tees—one to report on appropriations and 
the other on revenue measures. Let us 
eenipare results under the two systema: The 
one I suggest, and the one in operation 
under the rules of both houses of the pre- 
vions general assembly, from 1881 to 1898, 
inclusive, under the system of committee 
work to which IT propose a return, it was

When the reduction order was is- 
sued, it was estimated that, if ap- 
plied to all employees and all Class 
l roads, it would lop approximately 
$400,000,000 from the country’s rail- 
road labor bill. 

The new decision will make this 
cut possible, by ordering reduced 
wages from employees not includ- 
ed in the original case and also by 
including employees on roads which 
were not parties to the first hear- 
ing. 

“Immediately following the an- 
nouncement of the board’s wage cut 
on June 1, roads from every section 
of the country poured in their ap- 
plication to the labor board for au- 
thority to make similar reductions. 
A hearing set for June 8 included 
a total of 164 roads and in the next 
two weeks 61 more submissions 
were made and included in a hear- 
ing for June 20. A few roads which 
had not included all classes of em- 
ployees in their first petitions for 
reductions came in with the remain- 
ing classes in the last hearing. 

Cover All Employees, 

Many of the roads which asked re- 

ductions for only a part of their 
employees at the original hearing 
in May same back with applicat‘ons 
to cover all employees in these two 
later hearings. Virtually 
railroad in the country affected by 
the labor board’s $600,000,000 wage 
award of Juiy. 1920, we _ included 
in one or more of the three hear- 
ings. 
Following the 12 per cent reduc- 
tion. which was generally unsatis- 
factory to the rvads, the carriers 
returned to the board with added 
insistence that the 1920 wage award 
be wiped out. The board, however, 
was not inclined to change its scale 
of reductions determined in the 
June 1 decision and merely added 
to that decision employees involved 
in the subsequent hearings. 

At the two June hearings’ the 
roads, for the most part, contented 
themselves with reiterating the evi- 
dence presented in May. Their ar- 
guments consisted chiefly of cost of 
living statistics and comparison of 
railroad wages with those in outside 
industries. The employees took up 
other factors laid down by the 
transportation act to be considered 
in the determination of just and 
reasonable wages. Hazards of em- 
pioyment, the living wage and sim- 
ijiar lines of evidence were intro- 
duced in an effort to prevent any 


; cut in wages.

While no definite returns have 

been announced from the referen- 
dum being taken by all the railway 
unions on acceptance or rejection of 
the 12 per cent cut, it was expected 
that conferences here on July 1 
would agree to accept the board's 
decision without any interruption 
of traffic.

ROBISON ROAD BILL 
6 PASSED BY HOUSE 


Washington, June 27.—After for- 
ty minutes of heated debate, the 
house today passed the Robison road 
bill, designed to keep highways, im- 
proved by federal funds, in good 
condition. 77 


The vote was 266 to 77. 

Under the measure states would 
be given three years in which to es- 
tablish funds for maintenance of 
federal aid roads. Should a state, 
after proper notification, fail with- 
in 100 days to make specified im- 
provements of roads the federal gov- 
ernment would undertake the work 
at state expense, and until settle- 
ment was made no further projects 
for federal aid construction in the 
State would be approved. 

The state, instead of counties or 
other sub-divisions, would be the 
unit in alloting federal funds and 
the same method of apportionment 
would prevail as at present except 
that no state would receive less 
than one-haif of one per cent of each 
year’s allotment. This would in- 
crease the federal contribution for 
road improvements in Delaware, 


' Rhode Island, New Hampshire and 


Vermont.

Committee to Call on Har- 
ding and Send Protest to 
Great Britain. 


Denver, Colo., June 27.—Organized 
labor will immediately call on Pres- 
ident Harding, his cabinet and con- 
gress to bring about recognition of 
the Irish republic and will protest 
to Great Britain against the “bru- 
tal and uncivilized warfare being 
conducted in Ireland.” 

In accordance with instructions 
of the convention last week, the ex- 
ecutive council of the American 
Federation of Labor today authur- 
ized President Gompers to take the 
Irish matter up at once with the 
government Officials, 

The council also authorized the 
sending immediately of a communi- 
cation to Premier Lloyd-George ans 
his cabinet protesting against the 
“campaign of violence and destrue- 
tion in Ireland.” 

The problem of the future rela- 
tions with the International Feder- 
ation of Trade Unions was sid2- 
tracked for the present. It is un- 
derstood no further effort to bring 
about a reformation in the Eurv- 
pean labor movement will be made 
at present and in the meantime re- 
lations with the international will 
be suspended. 

President Gompérs was instructe] 
to send to President Harding and 
members of congress an appeal fer 
the adoption of the Johnson-Nolan 
bill, which provides a wage not less 
than $3 a day for all federal 2m- 
ployees. 

The council also will send to con- 
gress a protest against another in- 
crease in second-class postage rates, 
which is to go into effect July 1. The 
second-class zone system was declar. 
ed to be “unjust and un-American, 
andis butacontemptuous overthrow 
of the sound postai principles estab- 
lished by President Lincoln.” 

Congress is asked to “annul this 
obnoxious legislation, enacted under 
pretense of a war revenue,” and 1s 
requested to investigate the “entire 
postal service and postal rates.”

biggest concern of its kind in the 
United States. He said that the 
sotth would recover from the de- 
pressing effects which have followed 
the world war quicker than would 
the north, because the south had ex- 
perienced the hardships of the re- 
construction days, and Was an ag- 
ricultural land. 

Mr. Maddox sketched the history 
of the boll weevil, and said that it 
was a God-send to the south, in that 
it had forced the south to diversify 
its crops and not rely entirely on 
cotton. 


As to the cotton situation, he ex- 
pressed optimism, adding that the 
present condition of foreign money 
exchange, and the disturbed state of 
central Europe, were the main 
causes of the drop in prices. 

Others to speak were C. W. Bei]l- 
fuss, southeastern manager of Lib- 
by, McNeill & Libby; J. Hammond 
Eve, former member of the state 
legislature and present superintend- 
ent of the Savannah plant of the 
Southern Oil company; T. B. Norris, 
southeastern manager of the Corn 
Products Refining company; J. E. 
Miller, general manager of the J. 
Allen Smith & Co., Knoxville, Tenn.; 
A. H. Deute, general sales manager 
of the Borden company, and A, E. 
Wallin, Chicago representative of 
the Cudahy Packing company. 

An informal] discussion among the 
directors and employees of fhe Rog- 
ers company followed the speeches.

It was brought out at the meeting 
that Rogers is one of the few con- 
cerns in the United States which has 
not reduced its personnel nor low- 
ered its employees’ pay since the 
armistice.

Meteoric Shower 
Off When Comet 


Changes Course 


After sweltering through a day 
during which the mercury rose to 
94 and seemed considerably higher, 
Atlantans last night concentrated 
their interest on the Pons-Winnecke 
comet, and The Constitution phones 
were kept busy answering inquir- 
ers, anxious to get a look at the un- 
usual visitor. 

But, awe had been predicted, the 
comet could only be discerned 
througzh a powerful telescope, and 
Atlanta’s supply of these instru- 
ments, of the kind necessary, 1S 
rather short. 

But what made 
pointing to many 
hours in the hope of seeing 6O0me 
unusual disturbance, the expected 
meteoric showers failed to appear. 

This was caused, according to the 
Harvard observatory, in a state- 
ment given out Monday night, by 
the fact that several weeks of in- 
timacy- with the solar system had 
such effect on the comet that it 
changed its intimacy and departed 
from its orbit. 

The change in the comet's plars 
were caused by planetary influence, 
'which prevented the meteoric show- 
ers. “Ag far as we have learned 
no showers have yet occurred and t 
is unlikely that any will take place, 
said Solon I. Bailey, acting director 
of the observatory. The comet, he 
added, is now outbound througn 
space.

JAPANESE LEGISLATORS 
HUNORED AT CAPITAL 


Washington, June 27.—Japan has 
reached the point “where foreign 


policies must be based upon public 
opinion,” R. Nakanishi, of the visit- 


ing Japanese parliamentary delega- 
tion to this country, said in an ad- 
dress tonight at a dinner in their 
honor by several members of con- 
gress who visited the orient last 
summr2r. Secretary Hughes, Baron 
Shidehars, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor, Chairman Porter, of the house 
foreign affairs committee and other 


Officials were present. 

_ Following the great war,” Mr. 
Nakanishi said, “the Japanese have 
become very much interested in 
foreign affairs. Heretofore, during 
parliamentary electione, we seldom 
referred to foreign affairs, but to- 
day, even in rural districts, our 
people are eager to hear the dis- 
cussion of world questions. * * *& 
Therefore, the people of Japan are 
following our journey with great in- 
terest, and the cordial reception 
which we have received at the hands 
of your congress will create an im- 
pression in the minds of the Japan- 
ese people beyond all expectation.” 

The Japanese delegation was re- 

ceived today by the house and sen- 
ate, both bodies recessing for a few 
Minutes sO members could hold a 
reception for the visitors. 
.. The Japenese delegation first vis- 
Ited the house, occupying seats in 
the diplomatic gallery. Members of 
the house rose and applauded when 
Representative Mondell, the republi- 
can leader, called attention to the 
presence of the visitors. 

‘It is a peculiar and especial hon- 
or to have with us members of the 
legislative body of the oldest em- 
pire of the world,” said Mr. Mon- 
dell, “an empire now operating un- 
der legislative constitutional] fov- 
ernment and an empire with which 
and with whose people we alwavs 
have entertained relatione marked 
by cordiality and good will.”

MERGER PROMISES 
SCORED IN AIRKWOOD 


Promises of Atlanta's city council 
to do certain things desired by 
Kirkwood as a condition of the 
merger were assailed as void of any 
assurance of being Kept at an anti- 
merger meeting held in Kirkwood 
last night. The present council, it 
was pointed out, could not promise 
any of the things Kirkwood sought 
should the merger materialize, but 
it could only recommend such action 
to the succeeding council. 

Paul J. Talbot, of Kirkwood, pre- 
sided at the meeting. There were 
approximately 150 men, women and 
children present and speakers op- 
posing the merger were loudly 
cheered. 

Other speakers included R. J. Da- 
vidson, Dr. A. I. Branham, Mayor 
T. J. Bryan arid William Saunders. 
Mayor Bryan declared that the mer- 
ger was devendent on: First, Atlanta 
must vote to assume  Kirkwooii's 
bonded indebtedness and a two- 
thirds majority would be necessary; 
and, second, Kirkwood must have 
a definite settlement of the ques- 
tion by popular vote. He urged 
against hasty action on a matter so 
vitally affecting all present, their 
entire families, and the whole cotn- 
munity. 

Wants Delay of Actien. 

In closing his address, the mayor 
urged that no action be taken until 
after February, 1922, at which time 
Atlanta’s new city council would be 
in office and then, he ‘said, would 
be the auspicious moment to place 
the matter squarely before that body 
and ascertain the gentiments of the 
members. The present council, he 
declared, had promised Kirkwood a 
number of things, including a high 
school, fire and police pro- 
tection, and an fnspection de- 
partment But this body, *e 
pointed out, is not authorized to 


make such a promise, and can only | 


recommend this action to the next 
council. 

It. was stated by speakers that 
conditions up to the present had 
been grossly misrepresented. It is 
their desire, they declared, to place 
the matter up to every citizen of 
Kirkwood, have him weigh the etep 
impartially, and at the time when 
such a union would be to the ma- 
terial welfare of the town, to place 
it to a referendum of every Kirk- 
wood citizen. 

It was stated that rumors were 
prevalent in Atlanta that Kirkwood 
was virtually bankrupt, this impres- 
sion having been created through 
erroneous reports. Leaders stated 
they believed the information 
have been given out by members 
of the merger element, who had cir- 
culated, perhaps, under a misappre- 
hension, reports showing that Kirk- 
wood’s finances and other conditions 


were in a deplorable state, using this | 


as the basis of their arguments. 


showing to prove the town Would be | 


materially benefitted by such a un- 
ion,and incidentally. tending to cre- 
ate a false impression. 


Drindle Into Ward. 


Members of the opposing element 
argued that should the merger be 
effected, Kirkwood, now a 
ing, incorporated town, would in all 
probability dwindle into a ward, 
would have to pay taxes for At- 
lanta’s upKeep, and the promises of 
council to build a school, made at 
the meeting last Monday when both 
sides were heard before Mayor Key 
and councilmen, would probably be 
an unredeemed pledge, as they said 
Atlanta would naturally -build a 
school to serve the greater number 
of children. This, thev argued, 
would mean that Kirkwood's 
chances would be very poor of se- 
curing the promised building. 

It was, in a word, speakers dr- 
clared, merely a_ choice between 
two alternatives: one, perpetuating 
the thriving little city as a resi- 
dential, home-loving community, 
away from the temptations beset- 
ting thefr children of a larger city: 
or the other, incorporating their in- 
terests with that of its larger neigh- 
bor, and losing its identity.

Thought Killer 


‘In Fire Horror 


Mayfield, Ky., June 2¢.—vunty 
authorities today were working On 
the theory that Ernest Lawretice 
murdered ter persons in his farm 
house near nere Saturday night, 
drenched the house with oil, set it 
on fire and then killed himself. 

Investigation hag revealed, it was 
announced today, that Lawrence, a 
number of years ago, ‘was clubbed 
by a policeman in Mayfield when he 
resisted arrest on the charge of in- 
toxication. Acquaintan’es today 
told Sheriff Marion McCain that 


Lawrence shortly after that event 
had suffered from what they de- 
scribed as “spells,” which ‘ed the 
officer today to reiterate his )be- 
lief that Lawrence’s ilines suddenly 
had developed into a fit of insanity 
during which he wiped out his own 
family, the family of Otis Drew, his 
brother-in-law, and Drew’s brother, 
Delmer Drew. 

The charred bodies of the dead, 
two women, three men, five infant 
boys «nd one infant girl, were so 
badly burned that. physicians were 
only able to guess how they were 
slain. One of the women, however, 
bore what were believed to be 
wounds, indicating that she proba- 
bly had been killed with an: ax 
which was found near her body. A 
revolver with six exploded shells, a 
rifle containing an empty shell and 
a shotgun also were found,in the 
ruins of the home, indicating, ac- 


‘cording to the authorities that some 


of the victims at least had been shor 
to death. 


Shots and Screams. 


Neighbors nearest the Lawrence 
home live about half a mile away. 
They say the Drew family came tu 
spend Sunday with the Lawrence 
family. Apparently 
until about 10:30 o’clock, when 
sounds of a violin suddenly ceased 
in the Lawrence home, followed aft- 
er a short interval by shotg and a 
woman’s screams. 

Half an hour later two neighbors 
saw flames shooting from the win- 
dows of the house which’ stood on 
a slight eminence overlooking the 
road, but some distance from it. They 
hurried 
cause of flames they were powerless 
to enter the place and climbed a 
tree from which point they saw the 
bodies. All were in one room. Mrs. 
Lawrence and two children were in 
one corner. Otis Drew’s body was 
near the fireplace and that of his 
brother in another corner of the 
room. Lawrence’s was lying near 
the fireplace and three of the chil- 
dren, one of them in a crouching 
position, were nearby. 


Oil Can Found. 


A furtWer examination after the 
embers had cooled showed a larre 
oil ean shriveled from the heat also 
in the room.

“CHILD-PLACING’ BIL || Doctors Are Urged |VQCATIONAL TRAINING 


INDORSED BY DOCTORS 


The Fulton County Medical se- 
ciety and the Georgia Medical as- 
indorsed 
the “Child Placing” bill, for the 
regulation of placing out of chil- 
dren by persons other than their 
parents in foster homes, which is 
to be introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives by Judge Harper Ham- 
{lton. of Rome. 

The bill is the result of investi- 
gations by the Board of Public Wel- 
fare into conditions of children 
which have hitherto been placed in 
foster homes, and is calculated to 
discontinue the traffic in babies, 
the giving away of children as pigs 
and chickens are given away. 

At a meeting of the legislative 
committees of the Fulton county and 
state medical societies held in the 
office of Dr. E. C. Thrash in the 
Candler building. Burr Biackburn, 


lic welfare, presented the bill in 
detail and it received the unanimous 
indorsement of the committees 
which held the authority to act for 
their organizations. 

The meastire would require per- 
sons placing children with other 
families to comply with strict regu- 
lations, and secure a license from 
the board. This licensg would be 
issued only after a careful investi- 
gation had been made of the peison 
or persons handling the children 

Regulating the adoption of chil- 
dren, the measure would require 
a complete record of each. place- 
ment and provide that improper 
placements would have to be recti- 
fied.

Women Seeking 


Of Vote in State 


Legislators Urged to Sup- 
port Bill to Right Alleged 


“Gross Injustice.” 


Members of both branches of the’ 
State legislature are being asked to 
Support a bill to be introduced in 
that body ae women to enjoy 
the full privilege\ of the ballot in 
Georgia and also establishing their 
right to hold office in Georgia, ac- 
cording to a statement given out 
Monday by Mrs. Mary Latimer Mce- 
Lendon, president of the Georgia 
‘Woman's Suffrage association. 

Mrs. McLendon has sent out let- 
ters to all the members of the leg- 
islature calling attention to the sit- 
uadsion existing in Georgia since the 
passage of the national suffrage 
amendment. She told the legislators 
that women were disfrancnised in 
Georgia in 1920, declaring they had 
suffered “a gross injustice’ and 
that refusal to permit women to 
vote in 1920 was a “flagrant viola- 
tion of the provisions of the nine- 
teenth federal amendment. 

In her letter Mrs. McLendon de- 
clares that if women again are not 
allowed to vote in Georgia by the 
refusal of the legislature to pass en- 
abling measures that there is dan- 
ger of the number of congressmen 
from this state being cut down by 
the federal government, 

In her appeal to the members of 
the legislature Mrs. McLendon said: 

“We, therefore, are asking you 
and the other legislators who were 
elected in November, 1920, to vote 
for a bill to amend the-constitution 
of the state of Georgia by eliminat- 
ing the objectionable word ‘male’ 
which has been a standing menace 
to women who aspire to become the 
political equals of men who have 
ruled this state, and the women in 
it, before and since the word ‘male’ 
was written into the constitution 
war. We also beg 
vou to vote for a bill which will be 
introduced to establish beyond per- 
adventure the exact status of wom- 
en as voting and office holding citli- 
zens, so that no man can challenge 
their rights thereto on account of 
sex. We also beg you to vote to 
raise the age of consent from 14 
years to 18 years.” ,

To Unite Against | 
‘Prohibition Curse’ 


President of Medical Asso- 
ciation Calls for Repeal 
of Volstead Act. 


Atlantic City, N..J., June 27.—The 
doetors of the country were called 
upon today to unite in an effort ta 
repeal the Volstead’ act by Dr. W. 
Wallace Fritz, of Philadelphia, pres- 
ident of the Allied Medical Associa- 
tion of America, in an address at 
the annual convention of the organ- 
ization. He declared the prohibition 
law waS a curse and made more 
drunkards than the old laws did. 

“The precedent established by the 
Volstead act,” he said, “restricts 
medical practice, and, if the prd®s- 
sion values its therapeutic liberty, 
it must meet it with a protest that 
will command attention. The med- 
ical profession should not permit it- 
self to be placed in a position be- 
fore the whole world as liquor 
salesmen, and drug stores as sa- 
loons. : 

“The question is frequently asked, 
‘What benefit, if any, has the pub- 
lic derived from the enactment of 
the prohibition law?’ From general 
observation, it has been a curse to 
them and to our country. It has 
taken away pure liquor and beer 
and has substituted poison and del- 
eterious liquors and beer. It is 
teaching the public tg secretly 
drink behind closed doors and get- 


ting drunk. It is causing gambling |. 


and immorality im tne homes. It is 
causing death after death of the 
innocent public. It is causing blind- 
ness by the score. 

“Are we physicians gorng to make 
a stand for the good of the public 
health and our country, or are we 
going to sit quietly and suck our 
thumbs? We ‘must ‘de which is 
the greater evil fi a: medical 
standpoint: Prohibition or home 
brew, or the free use of light wines 
and beer properly distilled and 


brewed under government stand- 
ards?’

The committee showed Interest 
in the testimony of Miss Sadie Ma- 
ple, formerly a teacher in the army 
hospital at Baltimore. She pictured 
conditions alleged to have existed, 
charging that in cases brought to 
her attention the board ordered 
training not désired by the men, and 
for which, in many instances they 
were not qualified. 

Not more than ten per-cent of the | 
students attended classes, she said. 
and illiterates were ordered to 
schools in typewriting. Men have 
waited six months, she _ asserted, 
without being placed for training, 
and for five months without receiv- 
ing their allowances. 

Men whose conduct was displeas- 
ing to officials were punished by 
being treated as insane, Miss Ma- 
Ples said, stating that it was known 
at the training centers and hospi- 
tals that complaints, however well 
founded. would not be tolerated. 

“Teachers at the schools are 
compelled to sign a statement that 
they will not use any influence 
against the federal board,” she as- 
serted, and the committee at once 
adopted a resolution calling upon 
the board for copies of the contracts 
said to contain the clause. 

Urgent appeal was made by the 
witness and several others who fol- 
lowed her for the removal from Bal- 
timore of the tuberculosis patients 
now in government hospitals at 
Fort McHenry, where the climatic 
and sanitary conditions were al- 
leged to be unsatisfactory.

Resolutions Proposed at 
Convention. 


Detroit, June 27.—Abolition of 
war, resioration Of political liberty, 
and coliective ownership and con- 
trol] of the means of prouuctiun 
through an alliance of organized 
labor, fariners and various iibera! 
political organizations was proposed 
here at the socialist national con- 
vention in a resolution introduced 
by Mayor Daniel Hoan, of . Mil- 
waukee. 

the resolution proposes a confer- 
ence to be heid next year to which 
organized labor, the farmer-labor 
party and other units would be in- 
Vited. By an agreement of mine 
and railroad workers to call a gen- 
eral strike in case of threatened 
war, future conflicts could be pre- 
vented, the resolution stated. It was 
introduced by the Wisconsin dele- 
sation in peace of other motions 
dealing with political and indus- 
trial strikes. 

_Mayor Hoan asked immediate ac- 
tion On the resolution, but Morris 
Hillquit, New York, warned that all 
organizations should be sounded out 
beiore taking final action. 

Hillquit again acted as mediator 
when the question of an immediate 
eeneral strike was raised. This 
question arose following the decla- 
ration of Victor Berger, Milwaukee, 
that the socialist party is decreas- 
ing in strength and that survival] 
depended on strenuous action. 

“A general strike promulgated by 
the gocialist party at this time 
would be inexpedient,” said Hillquit. 

The left wing of the party in- 
sisted throughout the session that 
the general strike should be used im- 
mediately as the only “dependable 
revolutionary weapon.”

Made Says Dykes 


In an interview Monday, Superin- 
tendent of Schools W. F. Dykes as- 
serted that some of the changes in 
the educational life of Atlanta's: 
school system, which W. F. Sutton, 
superintefident-elect, has been pub- 
licly quoted as proposing, are in 
operation. “These recently propos- 
ed innovations have aiready been 
inaugurated,” he said. 

A part-time.school for the benefit 
of employees in stvres and factories 
was established at the Commercial 
High school in January under the 
management of Mrs. A. T. Wise. Two 
teachers have been employed ani 
$80 students enrollec. 

“In addition to this, an employ- 
ment bureau has been established,” 
he said. “By means of this combi- 
nation a certain amount of voca- 
tional guidance work can be done 
in an intelligent way. 

“Letters have been sent out from 
the office of the superintendent to 
the various business heads of the 
city, calling attention to this branch 
of the work that is being done in 
the schools for the benefit of work- 
ing people. The government is pay- 
ing approximately five-eighths of 
the cost of operating expenses of the 
part-time school. The salaries of 
three clerks in the employment de- 
partment are paid by the govern- 
ment. 

“As to the Centfal Night school, 
the enrollment during the past year 
was 1,000. This is the largest en- 
rollment the,yschool has ever had. 
Four classes for foreigners have 
been taught in the night school, 
addition to a special class for for- 
eign children in the Crew Street 
grammar school. 

“More than 700 adult illiterates,”’ 
continued Mr. Dykes, ‘“‘were taught 
to read and write by means of spe- 
cial night classes in the grammar 
schools. Atlanta’s jlliteracy was re- 
duced to 6 per cent, according tv 
the last government census. Tha 
Atlanta schools have never been in 
a more satisfactory condition inter- 
nally than at present, and but for 
political machinations the system .s 
in position to make great strides 
forward. 

“Aside frem the need of better 
physical equipment, the _ greatest 
need at present is the restoration of 
the eighth grade and later the es- 
tablishment of kindergartens. 

“The Normal Training school, the 
parental school for incorrigible boys 
established last year, and the spe- 
cial classes for mental defectives. 
are in need of continued support, 
encouragement and development, 

“As a citizen of Atlanta, my inter- 
est naturally centers in the welfare 
of the public school system of the 
city, in spite of the trickery of cer- 
tain political demagogues.”

In moving in this direction Cor- 
dele is embarking upon no experi- 
ment, but simply following the 
course of modern municipal prog- 
ress. 

Since such cities as Galveston, 
Texas, Dayton, Ohio, and Staun- 
ton, Va., blazed the way, a few 
years ago, a total of approxi- 
mately sixty American municipali- 
ties have adopted commission gov- 
ernment in one or another of its 
forms, the commission-manager 
form proving the most popular; 
and to date there is not one city 
in the country that, having once 
adopted the commission-manager 
form of government by charter 
provision, has abandoned it and 
gone back to the old councilmanic 
plan, 

In Georgia the cities of Carters- 
ville, Griffin, Decatur, Tifton and 
Brunswick stand out as alert and 
thriving cities that are making 
splendid progress under the com- 
mission-manager form of govern- 
ment; and, in fact, it is said that 
Observance of the, success being 
experienced in those cities has in- 
spired the movement now on foot 
to put Cordele in the commission- 
city-manager-governed class. 

Recently in Buffalo and in 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., an attempt 
was made to overthrow the com- 
missions and put the cities back 
on the old councilmanic form of 
government. 

In the case of Buffalo the state 
lawmakers were appealed to to 
pass an act submitting to the 
people the question of reversion 
back to the formerly abandoned 
system; but, says The Buffalo 
Express, commenting editorially on 
the incident, “the popular protest 
became so strong that the legisla- 
ture dropped the bill.” 

The “antis” in Niagara were 
more successful, the proposal to 
abolish the commission govern- 
ment there being put to a vote; 
but, as The Buffalo Express de- 
scribes what happened, “the peo- 
ple voted it down by a majority of 
about three to two.”

The Express editorial— 
“make a showing for the success of 
the commission principle which 
ought to attract considerable atten- 
tion among those who are striving 
for municipal reform, The commis- 
sion plan is the true American sys- 
tem. It may be open to consider- 
able improvement, but not to reac- 
tion.

Provide a State Auditor

The adoption by the senate yes-, 
terday of the Manson resolution, 
providing for a joint committee to 
investigate the condition of the 
state treasury, its needs and re- 
quirements; and to investigate the 
accounts of every department and 


{ 


institution of the state which has 
either the collection or disburse- 
ment of state funds, “or of any 
department or institution to which}! 
the state makes appropriations.” . 
and providing for the employment, 
of an auditor, paves the way for 
the enactment of the very excel- 
lent bill introduced later in the 
day by Senators Manson and Mills 
for the creation of the office of 
state auditor. 

Indeed, the enactment of the Dill, 
which provides that the state cre- 
ate the office of state auditor, who 
shall be a certified public account- 
ant, and who shall receive a salary 


of $5000 a year; and which provides 
that the auditor shall be elected by 
a majority vote in joint assembly, 
would in reality render useless the 
special investigating committee 
provided for in Senator Manson’s 
resolution. 

The auditor bill provides that the 
duty of the auditor shall be “to ex- 
amine the books of account, records. 
vouchers, papers, warrants and all 
other property held by or under the 
control of or in the custody of all 
state officers o¥% this state, and all 
officers of state institutions of this 
state, and to ascertain the correct- 
ness of such books of account, rec- 
erds and transaction of such  of- 


ficers.” 
That is precisely what the Manson 


resolution proposes to do. The early 
enactment of the auditor measure 
therefore—and it is a bill of great 
mérit—would simplify, expedite and 
make more efficient the investigat- 
ing business by placing it in an 
equipped, legally functioning inves- 
tigating department, which will 


| have become one of the fixed estab- 


lishments of the state government. 

What Georgia needs is a state 
auditor, a thoroughly modern bud- 
get system, and a joint legislative 
committee on finance charged with 
keeping the treasury sheet bal- 
anced by providing the funds in the 
treasury when a warrant is = au- 
thorized. 

This should be done with a broad- 
visioned determination to put the 
state on a soundly functioning fi- 
nancial system—and for no other 
purpose, 

“Smelling’’ committees, with no 
other purpose than to punish some 
individual or institution, and  in- 
spired by political feudism, gets no- 
where, and usually avails nothing. 
That has been demonstrated in Con- 
gress since the republicans took 
control in March 1919. 

Smelling committees have played 
politics at the expense of millions 
of dollars to the taxpayers, and 
have not only accomplished nothing 
for the taxpayers, but the very 
members have been the leaders in 
an orgie of peace time -extrava- 
gancies ‘such as would put the dem- 
ocratic national administration to 
shame. 

Georgia needs to treat the situ- 
ation as one of common sense, to 


which only the principles of sound 
business economics can be applied.

THE ANHEDONIACAL POSTURE. 

Splanchnic anhedonia, which we 
have been talking so glibly about 
lately (as though we knew more 
than the general run of doctors), is 
that incapacity to be quite happy, 
which inevitably goes with the 
health impairment caused by sag- 
zing or displaced abdominal organs. 
Mind, many of us have loose or 
floating kidney, sagged stomach or 
dropped colon without anv sérious | 
disturbance of health, just as many 
of us have eyestrain, cardiovascular 
disease, tuberculosis or cancer right 
now and without serious health dis- 
turbance, just a knowledge that we 
are somewhat below par, which We 
are fond of asscribing to the bad 
weather, overwork, family cares and 
other equally impossible things. It 
seems to be human nature for us to 
wish to evade recognition that there 
is anytihng really the matter with 
our own health, as witness the pop- 
ularity of that good old subterfuge 
of the Peerless Prevaricator— 
“merely functional trouble’’—as 
though all disease were not func- 
tional from first to last. 

Why one individual suffers much 
more than another from splanch- 
noptosis or displaced viscera is not 
particularly a health question. Why 
does one person suffer more than 
another from hot weather or mos- 
quitoes or quacks or eyestrain? It 
is a question of personalty, tempera- 
ment, nervous stability. It depends 
on the equipment or reserve of 
energy on hand to start with, and 
the extent to which this reserve 15 
drawn on in other ways. 

Thus, following any severe illness, 
latent eyestrain, from the irregu- 
larity called astigmatism, which all 


of us have more or less, is likely to 
manifest itself if we put the eyesto 
much use in reading or other near 
work, and so doctors commonly ad- 
vise against much reading then.

owned by some one else. There are 
many persons who hold to the the- 
ory that taxes and insurance are 
more burdensome than rent. That 
is a Mere theory. There are many 
people who never have had a desire 
for an owned home. That class of 
citizens is not under consideration. 

The needs of the hour is the or- 
ganization of building and loan as- 
sociations on improved plans suzg- 
gested by experience. Thousands of 
those associations are in operation 
in the east: and in the west. New 
ones are being organized for 
reason that the field to be covered 
much larger than it 
years ago. Bear in. mind the fact 
that I am not thinking of the na- 
tionals of a few years ago. In many 
cases they, were good but selfish, 
profiteering men wrecked them. 

We should not look to the gov- 
ernment for aid in this work. The 
people can organize and make a 
success of building and loan asso- 
ciations. Atlanta should have a doz- 
en such organizations. 

The city of Philadelphia is fre- 
quently alluded to as “The City of 
Flomes. Three-fourths of those 
homes were constructed through 
the agency of building and loan 
associations. i. 

I have not time to go into details 
on the suggestions herein made. I 
wanted to give expression to the 
thought which runs through 
hastily written letter in the hope 
that it may set the people thinking 
along right lines.
